Cast Off From Swamped

‘Tearing off thelr clothes, the other 
men succeeded in reaching the shore 
Jessup and Stafford clinging to the 
canoe and Pernu swimming the 
course in which Horne had failed 
Then, barefoot and nude, they drag- 
canoe over swamp and 
portage’ seven miles t) the Rice Lake 
Fur Company's post, where they ar- 
rived in an exhausted condition, their 
bodies scratched by the branches and 
feet brulsed by the journey over the 
rough land 

Pernu, in following Horne, searched 
for him until he was exhausted but 
could find no trace of his companion 

The Horne party was on Sakata- 
wichtam Lake, south of Stack Pool, 
when a northwest gale sprang up and 
wrecked their craft about a mile from 
shore 

Stafford, who is noted for his 
strong physique, and Jessup, expert 
canoelst and guide, were boyhood 
friends of Horne and were associated 
with him in a group of mining claims 
in Genoa township, where they were 
going to do asstssment work

But there is room to suspect that the | 
traditional conservatism of British indus- 
trial interests may have something to do 
with the case. Inventive genius has been 
busy devising new and better machines 
for all sorts of manufacturing purposes, 
Salesmanship has been developed into a 
high art, and is now a8 necessary as up-to- 
date plant and skilled operatives. If Brit- 
vin's cotton mills are equipped with anti- 
quated machinery, or if the trade is still | 
depending upon the old time methods of 
marketing the product, this would explain 
why the British mills are idle and the 
German, French and Japanese mills work- 
ing overtime. 


EDMONTON AND TOURIS 


Ex-mayor Pendray of Victoria is un- | 
doubtedly right when he says Edmonton 
would attract more motor tourists if it 
did some advertising. Whether it would at- 
tract enough of them to make the under- | 
taking worth while is the point of uncer- 
tainty. At present Edmonton cannot offer | 
an outlet or inlet directly to and from the 
Pacific coast, nor a permanent highway 
to Jasper Park. When the Jasper trail 
has been gravelled, and the Park linked up 
at the far end to the highway svstem of 
British Columbia, Edmonton will be lo- 
cated on one of the finest tourist routes 
in the world. Until that is done the city 
is handicapped in any effort it may make | 
to attract road tourists from a distance 

That Edmonton is losing tourist traffic 
and tourist money and favorable publicity 
by being thus shut off from the Park and 
from direct all-weather connection with 
the coast, is certain. It is losing quite 
enough to justify some urging of the Pro- 
vincial and Dominion Governments to get 
on with their program for opening up this 
northern roadway to and through the 
mountains. It is too late to get any work 
done this year. But unless the urging is 
done this year the work may not be start- 
ed next year. The automobile association 
and the business organizations of the city 
should make the early completion of a per 
manent highway to the Park, and on to 
the B.C, highway system, a definite ob | 
jective. |
